A LIVING _ Democrats are threshing over dead straw 


ISSUE. in search of a live issue to reunite their party, a 
Republican Congressman from Wisconsin is nursing 
one to a lusty vigor. A little more of the light of understanding in 
Democratic minds —a little added weight to the conviction that this 
country can not be stampeded by a small man reciting, parrot-like, 
the second-hand bombast of cheap radicalism, and the Democrats as 
a party may come to see the supreme value of this tariff-trust issue. 
Then a little more of that insolence of fancied security which marks 
the Republican attitude toward any tariff corrections — that same 
blind insolence which has been directly responsible for every defeat 
the party ever sustained —and a Democratic victory may be looked 
for in 1904, Roosevelt or no Roosevelt. ‘The reception of the 
Babcock bill by the Republicans in Congress has thus far been 
all that Democrats could desire. The Wisconsin representative has 
shown by cold, unemotional figures that the tariff-protected ‘Trust 
is enabled, precisely to the extent of its protection, to practice extor 
tion upon the domestic consumer. That this extortion is being pra 
ticed up to the full limit of the privilege is proved by the large 
dividends which this species of Trust pays upon millions of dollars 
of phantom stock. Yet, for the stand Mr. Babcock has taken 
ideal from the point of devotion to his country’s interests — he is 
frowned upon by his Republican associates and his bill condemned 
as a traitorous assault upon his party. But the abuse is too flagrant 
to be ignored much longer, and if the Republicans do not right it 
the Democrats will. Mr. Babcock and a few of the less 
fatuous Republicans have discovered as much. It remains 
only for the Democrats to make the same discovery. / 
Very general and wide-spread is the demand for relief from / 
the tariff-protected Trust ; — and, to a considerable majority / 
of the people, the name of the political party that provides / 





this relief will be all but immaterial. 


INJUSTICE W'° HAVE not been among the 
TO WHEELER. unthinking who deplore those 
recent infractions of good taste by \ 
Congressman Wheeler. To the contrary, we experience / 
rather the chastened joy of the antiquary in that exquisite 
sample of a certain sort of Americanism which we had 
come to believe was long since extinct even in the back- 
woods of Kentucky. And we are quite certain that our 
distinguished guest, whom this delicious survival from 
Kentucky insulted so naively, is broad-minded enough 
to entertain the same sentiment toward this interesting 
exhibit. To such of Mr. Wheeler’s countrymen, however, 
in and out of Congress, as have felt moved to apologize \ 
for his rudeness to a defenceless guest, we beg to submit 
that the style of Americanism with which he favored an Y 
unsuspecting world was, in its day, exceedingly useful 
toward the upbuilding of our institutions. A genuine a 
detestation of monarchy and its trappings, human and —- 
metallic, was and continues to be, necessary to the S 
integrity of this republic. That it should have been 
voiced bluntly and crudely in the earlier periods of our 
history was also unavoidable. Almost all of our appliances 
were crude in that day. Yet our hardy forefathers had the 
executive genius to make them serve their purpose. ‘The style 
of rudely rampant Americanism, of which this Kentucky gentleman 
has vouchsafed us a specimen miraculously preserved from that 
remote period, was as useful and necessary as the “prairie schooner,” 
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the muzzle-loading rifle and the coon-skin cap. No one would think 
now of destroying the old Deadwood coach because of its inferiority 
to a vestibuled train; nor of reproaching the tallow-dip and the 
pony-express because we now have electric lights and the electric 


telegraph. Rather are their memories cherished out of pure senti- 
ment; and, for identical reasons, we should cherish Mr. Wheeler 
of Kentuc ky. He is, for his pungent aroma of proneer days, too 


sweet, too rare, too fascinating to be destroyed or even to be 
the German vote. With a 
blessed unconsciousness an unconsciousness that could have 
survived only in a State whose mountain fastnesses are yet unspoiled 
by newspapers and school histories — he comes freshly out of 1802 
into this 1902, protesting heatedly that he, Wheeler, is “as good 
as any little Dutchman.” We should think as much! He is 
even better, in a way. In fact we suspect that Wheeler himself, 
for all his ingenuous boasting, does not half know how good he 
is. ‘There are a great many Germans in the world — or “ Dutch- 
men,” as this gifted law-maker terms them but there is only 
one Wheeler; and, owing to the increasing prevalence of printed 
matter and the consequent spread of enlightenment, there prob 
ably will never be another. High as Mr. Wheeler holds himself, 
he still can not equal the reverence with which every antiquarian 
ought to view him. Of course nothing can be done about it 
just now; but, at the proper time, Mr. Wheeler should be stuffed 
and mounted in the Smithsonian Institute at Washington, among 
the other relics sacred to our picturesque past.
